CAUSES ARREST OF 
HIS 2 BROTHERS UN 
SHORTAGE CHARGE 


Brother’s Story Leads to Inves- 
tigation of Western Union Em- 
ployes’ Accounts. 


ONE LIKED JOY RIDING 


Downfall of C. E. and J. F. 
Maschmeier Jr. Follows 
“Other Women” Report. 





A brother of J. Fred Maschmeier Jr. 
and Charles E. Maschmeier, it was 
learned Friday, gave to officials of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. the infor- 
mation which led to the arrest of the 
two, .on charges of embezzling more 
than $2400 each from the company. 

The brother, whose name was not re- 


vealed to the prosecuting authorities, 
went recently to George W. Lubke Jr., 
attorney for J. Fred Maschmeier, father 
of the young men. He told Lubke that 
Fred Maschmeier, as the elder of the 
brothers was known, was stealing money 
from the Western Union and spending 
the money on women other than his 
wife. 
Consults With the Father. 

He said nothing about any shortage 
on the part of Charles E. Maschmeier, 
and it is not believed he knew that 
Charles was in any difficulty. 

“I’m tired of the way Fred has been 
acting,’’ he told the lawyer, “‘and-some- 
thing ought to be done about it.” 

Lubke, after consulting with the fath- 
er, decided that it would be best to con- 
fer with the Western Union authorities, 
and to see what discrepancies existed 
in Fred Maschmeier’s account, and what 
could be done to settle the difficulty. 
He told R. H. Bohle, special agent of 
the company, of what the brother had 
told him, and an inquiry was com- 
menced. 

Had Been Promoted. 

The investigation showed that Fred, 
who had some time ago been promoted 
to chief clerk and assistant manager, 
Was $2431.47 short in his accounts. The 
same inquiry led to another, which 
showed. that Charlies, -ho had suc- 
ceeded his brother as head collector in 
the: time clock department; was $2416.65 
short. 

It was learned that, whilé Fred Masch- 
meter had charge of the¢time clock - cok 
lections, 
amounts paid in for clock rentals failed 
to reach the company’s coffers. The 
younger brother had continued his meth- 
ods when he succeeded him, and John, it 
was declared to the prosecutor, 
recently taken money from letters sent 
to the company, in the effort to pay 
back some of the money taken in the 
time clock department. 

Fred and Charles Maschineter have 
two brothers, Gustave and Albert.

Dispensary Physicians Don’t 
Know How Serious Wound 
May Prove to a Cooper. 


A strange bug stung John Golden, 
cooper, when he thrust’! his right hand 
into a barrel partly filled with straw and 
packing in a warehouse at Second and 
Spruce streets Friday. When he reached 
the city dispensary, a half hour after- 
ward, carrying the bug in a seda bottle, 
the pain from the sting extended from 
the wounded finger to the elbow. The 
physicians were not certain whether 
the sting was serious, but administered 
such remedies as they knew of. 

The-barrel was one of a brewing com- 
pany, and Golden believes it must have 
come recently from some tropical coun- 
try. Golden has traveled around the 
world and says he has seen such insects 
nowhere but in Africa. 

The bug is slender, 3 inches long and 
has 8 feet. clawed like those of a 
crawfish.

AMERICAN KILLED BY 
REBELS A KENTUCKIAN 


Friend Says Harvey Dodd Served 
in Former Nicaraguan Revo- 


lutionary Army. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 23.—Harvevy 
Dodd, one of the two Americans re- 
ported to have been killed in the mas- 
sacre of Federal troops by the rebels 
at Leon, had served with the rank of 
Colonel in the revolutionary army which 
overthrew President Zelaya in 1909, ac- 
cording to Alvin Durning, a newspaper 
man here, who was a close friend of 
Dodd, and who served with him under 
Madero in the Mexican revolution. 
Durning said Dodd was given 2000 acres 
of land in Nicaragua as a remuneration 
for his services in the revolutionary 
army, but shortly after the unseating of 
Zelaya, he left the republic, coming to 
this country. 

When the Mexican revolution broke 
out, said Durning, he and Dodd joined 
the forces under Madero, but Dodd soon 
tired of the fighting and returned to 
Nicaragua. He has several relatives 
here, who had known nothing of his 
whereabouts until accounts of his death 
appeared in the press.

Taft Suggested Hiding Charges 
Against Ray So as to Save a 
Married Woman.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—President 
Taft today sent to the Senate the nomi- 
nation of Maj..Beecher By Ray, U. S. A., 
to be Deputy Paymaster-General, with 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. Maj. 
Ray’s alleged political activity in 1908 
and other of his acts’ while in the army 
have been the subject of congressignal 
investigation. 
Taft also sent to the Senate the nomi- 
nation of Lewis K. Torbet to be naval 
officer of customs in the Chicago Dis-| 
trict. 
Maj. Ray is in direct line for promo- 
tion under the law. President Taft long 
has delayed his nomination, awaiting 
a report of the Congressional Commit- 
tee hearing charges against him. After 
conferences, the President and Secretary 
Stimson determined to send the nomi- 
nation and leave its disposition to the 
Senate. 

Maj. Ray a Missourian. 
Maj. Ray was born in La Plata, Mo., 
Oct. U, 1859. He has been active in Illi- 
nois politics for years, and is a rail- 
road man of vast experience, having 
been secretary of the Illinois Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission. He was 
married Dec. 9, 1884, to Miss Fannie 
Plant of Boonville, Mo. He is the own- 
er of three fine farms near Kansas 
City. He entered the army May 21, 
1896, after having served under M. A. 
Hanna in rounding up the trainmen’s 
vote in 1896. 
Brigadier-General C. H. Whipple, re- 
tiring paymaster of the army, told the 
House committee investigating Ray's 
political activity, Feb. 10 last, that 
charges of conduct unbecoming a gentle- 
man and an officer against Maj. Ray 
had been suppressed at the suggestion 
of President Taft. 
Under date of July 14, 1911, President 
Taft wrote to Gen. Whipple regarding 
omission of two or three pages of a 
War Department report called for by a 
House resolution, and in the letter Taft 
said: 
“The part of the record omitted re- 
fers to a charge against Maj.- Beecher 
B. Ray of illicit relations with a cer- 
tain married woman, in respect to which 
I was consulted by you. * * * I saw Mr. 
Sweet in New Haven and told him that 
I..deprecated its being brought out, as 
1 thought it would tend to blast the 
reputation of a married woman, who, as 
I understand, was living happily with 
her husband.’’

FLAGS AT BIER 





British, German, Japanese, 
American and Salvation Army 
Colors Mingle. 


By Associated Pregs. 
LONDON, Aug. 23.—The body of the 


late Gen. William Booth, Commander of 
the Salvation Army, lay in state todaly, 
and the occasion produced a display of 
respect from all classes perhaps never 
excelled. All nations and all creeds 


A} were represented among the many thou- 


sands who paid their last tribute to 
the great evangelist: 

Even before dawn, and despite a 
pelting cold rain, thougands were walt- 
ing in front of Congress Hall, Clapton, 
where the body had been taken from 
the late General's private residence. 

The usual signs of mourning were ngpt 
visible. Flying over the great hall at 
the top of a tall flag-pole was the Sal- 
vation banner, with “blood and fire” 
upon it. Draped above the doorway 
were a Union Jack and a Germas flag, 
supported on each side by the Stars 
and Stripes of the United States and 
the Rising Sun of Japan. Except for 
Salvation Army flags there Was not a 
banner in the hall. 

The plain hard wood casket was cov- 
ered with a pall made of the Salvation 
Army coat-of-arms, which supported, in- 
stead of a sword, the dead General’s fa- 
vorite Bible, hymn book and campaign 
Cap. 

The coffin rested on a marble base un- 
derneath a huge canopy of gold and 
white: muslin draped with red and blue. 
Standing at the four corners of the 
bier cadets held the flags of Great 
Britain, the United States, Japan and 
Germany. All around were bodyguards 
of Salvation Army officers wearing red 
and white bands on their sleeves. 

In the first interview given by him 
since he succeeded his father as head 
of the Salvation Army, Bramwell Booth 
said: 

“I am deeply impressed and touched 
by this immense expression of sympathy 
and deep affection for the dear Gen- 
eral. I believe that the love for him 
among the poor people {f$ one of the 
most beautiful things the world has 
ever seen. 

“My message to the world is that the 
spirit of the old General will still go 
marching with his army and that, with 
God’s help, the Salvation Army will ad- 
vance to new victories. 

‘“‘To my soldiers I say, 
Christ and live to save.’ ”’

the United States.

Mrs. W. C. Johnston Tempor- 
arily in Charge of Young 
Woman, Will Defend Her. 





Mrs. Adam Mueller, whose daughter, 
Rose, 16 years old, was recently taken 
from her by the Juventie Court and 
placed in the custody of Mrs. W. Clyde 


Johnston, a neighbor, until Sept. 3, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday that 
she had loaded her husband’s shotgun 
and meant to prevent any further inter- 
ference in the management of her home, 
which is in the rear of 4416 North Broad- 
way. 

Mrs. Johnston, in reply, displayed a 
shotgun and a revolver, which she said 
were being kept loaded for use in any 
emergency which might arise. Her hus- 
band is in the naval recruiting service, 
and Rose Mueller, her temporary ward, 
is her only companion at her home at 
4410 North Broadway. 

The attention of the police was called 
to the Mueller family for the second 
time within a few days, through a com- 
plaint made by Mrs. E. C. Reisel of 
4416 North Broadway. Mrs. Reisel said 
her upstairs tenant, Mrs. John Haupt, 
had threatened to move unless the noise 
made by the Muellers is abated. Mrs. 
telsel asked the police to take measures 
which would keep her from losing her 
tenant. 

Mrs. Johnston told the Court at the 
recent hearing she had heard the girl 
screaming and begging her father for 
mercy, and that she had fled to her 
with her face discolored and her body 
bruised by blows. After the summons 
to the Juvenile Court, Mrs. Johnston 
said, Mueller beat the girl because she 
would not call him a vile name. His 
reason for this command was that he 
thought it would strengthen his case in 
court to be able to testify that she had 
reviled him.

Progressives Name _ the Candi- 
dates and Independence League 
Stands Aside.

NEW YORK, Aug. 93,~—Theodore 
Roosevelt and William R. Hearst are to 
join forces in King’s County, where the 
Progressive party and the Independence 
League, of which Hearst was once the 
head, will fuse on the local ticket, The 
Progressive party designated candidates 
for Assembly in all the districts in the 
county, but the league adjourned its 
committee meeting in all but three dis- 
tricts. 

Belief that Herast and his newspaper, 
although ostensibly Democratic, would 
eventually support Roosevelt, was 
strengthened, when one of Hearst's edi- 
torial writers, Arthur Brisbane, called 
on George W. Perkins, the financier of 
the Roosevelt candidacy. 


T.R. TREASURY WAS 
POOR, DIXON SAYS 


Asserts He Has to Draw on Own 
Salary to Pay Campaign 
Expenses. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—Aroused by the 
persistence of the report that $5,000,000 
of George W. Perkins’ money was spent 
by the Roosevelters in the pre-conven- 
tion campaign, which ended in Roose- 
velt’s defeat at the Republican conven- 
tion, Senator Joseph M. Dixon, who 
managed that campaign, told a dis- 
tressing tale of poverty to the news- 
paper men today. 

He did not know how much Perkins 
had spent in New York or what it cost 
“Old Bill” Flinn to finance the Roose- 
velt campaign in Pennsylvania. Nor 
did he know how much had been spent 
ir. Illinois or Ohio or Massachusetts. 
But eutside the trifling sums which it 
cost to make the fight in these impor- 
tant bailiwicks, he told the newspaper 
men that he was sure the fight had not 
cost to exceed $160,000. 

So poor was the campaign fund at 
times, he insisted, that one Saturday 
night at Washington he had to draw 
on his own senatorial salary to pay the 
wages of the stenographers in the cam- 
paign headquarters. 

It was a tale of poverty and distress 
that brought tears to the eyes of the 
kard-hearted newspaper men. But ap- 
parently these days of misery had end- 
ed, for the newspaper men had just 
been escorted through two solid floors 
of the Hotel La Salle rooms occupied 
by the Bull Moosers, and it costs real 
money to inhabit Hotel La Salle rooms.

Sultan Also Said to Have Agreed 
to Italian Preference in 
Benghazi. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 23.—The 


conditions of the furthcoming peace rie- 
gOtiations, which will be proposed by 
Turkey, are said to be as follows: 

1. Turkey will recognize the annexa- 
tion of Tripoli, but not Benghazi, on 
{condition that ths Sultan’s caliphate 
shall be recognized by the Italian Gov- 
ernment within those spheres. Italy will 
have preferential rights in Benghazi, 
which must remain a Turkish pvusses- 
sion. 

2. The Italian Government must pay 
either an annual sum or else a sum at 
once, as compensation for the territory. 
of Tripoli, the amount of the sum to be 
decided by mutual agreement. 

3. Italy will agree to the canceling of 
its capitulation rights, within the Turk- 
ish Empire. 

4. The islands occupied at present by 


the same sort of self-government as the 
principality of Samos on the condition 
that the form of self-government shall 
be under the immediate sovereignty of 
Turkey and that Italy has no right of 
demanding any compensation for ‘he 
expenses it may have incurred within 
those islands, 

' §. While the Sultan’s government will 
agree to the annexation of Tripoli bv 
the Italian Government, the Turkish 
Government reserves to itself the riglit 
vf appointing a Turkish commissioner 
like the one in Egypt, in order to safe- 
guard Turkish rights in Tripoli: also 
ths religious chief is to be selected by 
the Turkish Government, with the right 
tu reside at a place to be decided upon 
by the Tupkish Government. 

6. While the expenses of maintaining 
the imperial commissioner will be de- 
frayed by the Ottoman Government, the 
expenses of the religious chief and his 
suite are to be defrayed by the Italian 
Government. 

7. The Italian Government must ac- 
cept the new custom tariff of 15 ner 
cent imposed by the Ottoman Govern- 


ment.

Senator Penrose has stated: 

‘That Archbold, for the Standard Oil Oo., gave|°™ 
$100,000 to Cornelius. N. Bliss for the renee

That Theodore Roosevelt and his campaign 
manager, Cortelyou, knew of the contribution 
and approved it. 

Archbold has voluntarily appeared before the 
Senate investigation committee and corroborated 
Penrose. 

Col. Roosevelt denies that a contribution was 
accepted from Standard Oil, and in support of 
this produces letters from himself to Cortelyou 
directing the latter to return any gifts which 
might have been or might be made by Standard 
Oil. Col. Roosevelt goes on to Say: 

Mr. Cortelyou then informed me that there 
had been no contribution received from the 
Standard Oil people and that none would be 
received. Over the phone last night he, in 
response to a question of mine, stated that he 
had at the time made this statement to me 
and that his memory and mine agreed entire- 
ly as to the circumstances of the occurrence. 
lf any contribution was received it was 
against my explicit and reiterated directions 
as set forth in the letters and telegram above 
quoted, in response to which letters, as I have 
said, Mr. Cortelyou informed me that my di- 
rection would be complied with and no con- 
tribution accepted from the Standard Oil peo- 
ple.

Weed Cutting Department Needed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

About Aug. 6 in your column of “Letters from 
the People” there appeared a complaint with the 
caption “A Growing Crop of Weeds.” These weeds 
are located at a vacant lot at what would be 3128 
and 3125 Shenandoah street. This lot is owned, 
according to our city plat books, by one Rose 
Gallagher, who resiges in Chicago, III. 

This department is unable, under present con- 
ditions, to enforce the cutting of weeds on vacant 
property where the owner is a non-resident and 
it is for this reason that we have not compelled 
these weeds to be cut. If the citizens who make 
these complaints would sign their names to their 
communications and not hide behind anonymous 
communications we would be glad to give them 
information where this department is powerless 
to abate nuisances. This letter is written for the 
information of the person who signed himself 
“Owners on the Block.” : 
I wish here to make the statement that if any 
citizen forwards to this department a complaint 
re. a nuisance and will sign the same with his 
nome and address the nuisance will receive im- 
mediate attention; and if for any reason we are 
not able to aet he will be so informed and the 
reason for inability to take action given him. 
While on this subject it might be well to say 
that the question of the cutting of weeds on 
vacant property will never be satisfactorily per- 
formed until such time as a weed cutting depart- 
ment is established and the weeds cut where found 
and the charge assessed as a special tax against 
the property upon which they exist. We have 
not a sufficient force to cover all weed proposi- 
tions in addition to our other work. If we could 
walk by, see the weeds, and upon command they 
would disappear, we could take care of them, but 
as it is we must find the weeds, examine the plat 
books for the owner, locate and serve him and 
then make another inspection to see if the order 
has been obeyed. Often the plat book @ffl show 
that the property is owned by say John Smith or 
Henry Jones. You can figure out how easy it is 
to locate which John Smith or Henry Jones is 
meant. 

If some of our zealous citizens think this work 
is simple, I would invite them to come down some 
day and I will send them out with an inspector 
to do a day’s weed abatement work. When they 
come in at night they will not send in postals 
with an anonymous signature wanting to know 
why such and such has not been done,

Are the confessions of Senator Pen- 
rose in keeping with what we know of 
the management and policies of the Re- 
publican party during the last 16 years? 
That is the point. 

There will be disagreement as to the 
personal culpability of this man or that. 
The word of some people will be 
doubted. There will be differences of 
opinion as to degrees of guilt, as to mo- 
tives, and as to purposes. There are 
those who will profanely wonder how 
Hit happened that when some uncon- 
scionable deviltry in the political inter- 
est of Theodore Roosevelt was afloat 
he always wrote a private letter, to 
somebody, to be produced later, 
avowing the villainy. 

But concerning the main point we 
think there can be but one conclusion. 
When the Republican party was Han- 
naized in 1896 it fell unto the hands of 
the protected interests, which consid- 
ered laws a commodity to be bought, 
like anything else. In return for gigan- 
tic campaign funds that party gave the 
Government of the United States into 
the keeping of these interests. They 
have written, and to a large extent 
they have “enforced” the laws they 
bought. 

This period of Hannaism embraces the 
presidencies of McKinley, Roosevelt 
ane Taft. Of Mr. McKinley’s devotion ta 
the idea that it is the duty of Govern- 
ment to take care of the rich and to 
trust the rich to look after the welfare 
of other people there can be no ques- 
tion. 

Of Mr. Taft’s inability, in spite of 
promises, to free himself from the all- 
powerful clutches of the protected 
trusts and combines, we. have had sad 
and repeated proof in his vetoes of the 
Democratic-Republican bills reducing 
the cost of living. 

There remains to be considered Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. He was at the head 
of the Hannalzed Government nearly 
twice as long as McKinley or Taft. The 
only difference between him and them 
was that being violent, jealous and re- 
sentful, he fell out with a few of the 
great cormorants while heaping favors 
on the others. In the matter of mis- 
chief done he was the worst of the 
Hannaized presidents, for his gluttonous 
ambition made him particularly sus- 
ceptible to those who pandered to his 
vanity and his lust of power. He has 
assailed many things, but he has never 
yet attacked the tariff which gave him 
the presidency. 

Thus we have three Hannaized ad- 
ministrations, all with records of con- 
tempt for popular rights that fit ex- 
actly the theory of government by syn- 
dicate that Mark Hanna established.
